An American Legation report, Vienna, 3 Janua ry 1949, lists 
i ng Au atrl an trade 'Unionists * Ckie Richard rt tli MM ) is designated 
as chairman of the Railroad Workers ' Union . A SHABF card, dated 
January 1945, indicated that one (fnu) FE&IHD, was Hauptmann, 
member of Abwehrstelle of 27 Division. He was bom C, 1395# was 
5*8" tall, weighed 175 lbs., had dark hair, foil face, wo re ci vilian 
clothes. Other SHAEF cards indicated that persons named FBBDHD (fhu) 
had served as Erin. Ass. Anw. in Stapostelle Saarbrucken IV in 
August and September 1940} as Aorv. Rapt. Abwehr official in Atot.HX 
of S. Hamburg reported in May 1940; and as Gruppenleiter VI Z at 
RSHA Hqso, attached for administration to AdM Prague in 1944* Ws 
are to identify these individuals further.
